Made North-West Passage 


Attempt Of Hudson’s Bay Fur Trad- 
ing Ships Was Successful 

Three ships engaged in the fur 

trade and owned by the Hudson's Bay 


Company have between them forced j 


thé dreaded northwest passage, ac- 


cording to news reaching the Hud-: 


son’s Bay Company offices at London, 
England. The ships are the “Bay of 
Chimo,” “Fort James,” and “Fort 
MacPherson. The “Bay of Chimo” left 
Vancouver last July and 
through the dangerous Behring 
Strait, reached Point Barrow on July 
24, and Cambridge Bay on South Vic- 
toria Island on August 25. 

Last year the schooner Fort James, 
under the command of Captain Bush, 
sailed from Montreal and having 
wintered in the ice, began with the 
coming of spring a long fight to 
reach King William Land. Thh vessel 
was joined there by the “Fort Mac- 
Pherson, which cruises within the 
Arctic Circle as a supply ship for 
trading posts and exploration pur- 
poses. The Fort MacPherson had 
sailed from Cambridge Bay, the far- 
thest point reached by the “Bay of 
Chimo.” ® 

In‘this way, three vessels contract- 
ed to do what would have been im- 
possible for one alone to accom- 
plish. During the winter, locked in 
the ice, those aboard the “Fort 
James” endured great hardships and 
for most of the time were actually 
prisoners in the frozen waters. It is 
thought that the successful attempt 
to force this passage may mean that 
skins will be brought more quickly 
to Britain than in the past. An offi- 
clal of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
declared that it remains to be seen 
whether such a journey {s a commer- 
cial proposition. If this proves to be 
the case, the dangerous voyage from 
Vancouver through Behring Strait 
will be avoided.

Italian Papers Attack 


France, After Attempt 
On Life Of Crown Prince 


London, Eng.—The British author- 
ities are watching with some anxiety 
the attacks being made against 
France in the Italian press, follow- 
ing the attempt on the life of the 
Italian Crown Prince. It is even sug- 
gested that naval conversations be- 
tween Italy and France will be im- 
perilled by resentment felt through- 
out Italy against France. France is 
accused in Italian newspapers of shel- 
tering the man, De Rosa, when he 
crossed the frontier without a pass- 
port and giving h'm a police card 
which enabled him to leave Paris for 
Brussels, 

Previous to this incident, cons:der- 
able friction had developed between 
Italy and France when attempts were 
made by Italian residents in France 
on the lives of prominent Fascists, in- 
cluding Premier Mussolini. 

One Italian newspaper asks blunt- 
ly if France wants war, but the ma- 
jority of the attacks on France, while 
bitter in tone, are more moderate in 
statement than this. The Giornale 
d'Italia Says: 

“For her own defence, Italy has a 
duty to do by making a categorical 
declaration that the protective toler- 
ance hitherto given to anti-Fascists, 
exiles on French territory, has _ be- 
come one of the fundamental prob- 
lems of Italian relations with France. 
It really seems as if France has no 
intention of regulating her debt of 
loyalty and peace to Italy.

Issucd By the Canadian Social 
Hygiene Council 

Typhoid fever is one of the most 
preventable diseases known to the 
world. Doctors have positively learn- 
ed how it can be wiped off of the 
earth. What they need now to put the 
finishing touches on the job is com- 
plete co-operation of the people 
that is to say, the rest of us, who 
have everything to gain when we lend 
a hand. 

During the South Africn war, there 
were more deaths among the soldiers 


from typhoid fever than there were | 


from bullets. But things have im- 
proved since that day, to such an ex- 
tent that a well-known medical 
health officer said recently that for 
every case of typhoid fever there 
should be one case of hanging. Cana- 
dian troops in the Great War were in- 
oculated against typhoid, and as a re- 
sult not one died of it. 

The doctor that first made that re- 
mark uttered something that sounds 
fantastic, but really is highly prac- 
tical. Measures not quite so drastic, 


but nevertheless surprising, are al- | 


ready in force in at least one country 
in the world—-Germany. When one 
case of typhoid fever appears in a 
town in Germany, the commissioners, 
the health officers, and the town 
councilmen, are haled to court and 
forced to prove that they were not 
negligent in allowing a case of ty- 
phoid to crop up in their town. If 
they can't prove it they are fined or 
sent to jail. 

Every year, there are about 150,000 
people who get typhoid fever, and

When you figure, as actuaries do, that 
a child born to a family living on 
$2,500 a year, has a potential value 
to that family of $9,333, and when 
eighteen years of age, has a value to 
the country of $29,000, and at twenty- 
five years, value of $32,000 ,you 
will see how great is the financial 
loss alone from typhoid the prevent- 
able disease. 

Typhoid fever is caused by a very 
tiny and prolific germ with many 
legs that looks something like a tad- 
pole. There are some fluids in which 
it can move about—of which water 
is the chief one. The only things 
that it affects are human beings like 
ourselves, and then only when it 
passes into our stomachs in the food 
or drink which we swallow. It does 
great damage in the small intestine, 
producing inflammation there and 
small sores that may become ulcers.

It is then that its victim has typhoid | 
because | 


fever, and becomes worse, 
once this typhoid germ gets in there, 
it multiplies with even greater rapid- 
ity than it did before. 

The machinery in every city 
Canada is sufficient to keep typhoid 
down if it is backed by the co-opera- 
tion of the public. Those who live in 
places unblessed by adequate public 
health machinery should do_ two 
things--press for the organization of 
such machinery, and second, have 
themselves and their families inocu- 
lated against typhoid «just. as the 
Canadian troops were in France, 
Those who are not inoculated should 
at all times, when not in a place 
where the source of supplies is rigid- 
ly inspected, guard against the possi- 
bility of infected. milk or polluted 
water. They should see that sewage is 


disposed of just as effectively as it is” 


in the large cities, because this is 
one of the main sources of the dis- 
ease, In such places, 
has been boiled, and milk that is pas- 
teurized should used. No one 
should cat without first washing the 
hands. Flies and their breeding places 
should be destroyed, so that they can- 
not get at food that is to be con- 
sumed, nor carry*the disease from a 
typhoid victim to someone else, 
Remember, medical 
taught us how to stamp typhoid out. 
All that is needed now is hard work 
on the part of the human race, and 
the disease can be conquered forever.

Metals May Be Greatly Increased 


| Metals diamond-hard, and 10 to 15

| Tungsten for example, assumes a 


{strength of 650,000 pounds to the

| strength from 15,000 pounds to 492,- 
|000. Research has revealed that 
tensile strength and hardness of 
| metals can be increased if the crys-

‘sible, with faces of the crystals ar- 
ranged as nearly parallel as possi- 
| ble, making them less likely to slip 
| apart. 

This is accomplished by fine draw- | 
ing of wire; by dissolving one metal

metals separate out from solution in 
a fine precipitate; by heat treating; 
by forming chemical bonds, and by 
mixing fine particles of a hard 
compound or metal with another 
metal as a binder.

early gold rush days of the ‘sixties. 
For miles, this trail parallels the 
present highway. Here and there it 
disappears beneath the highway it- 
self, only to emerge once more and 
again remind the visitor that he is 
following the steps of the adventur- 
‘ous phoneer. 

| Heavy laden pack trains of the 
| Hudson's’ Bay Company, which in 
1830, frequently consisted of as many 
as 500 horses carrying pelts worth 
$300,000, made their way over this 
route. Then came the gold strikes 
in the Thompson River and the Cari- 
boo which in turn were followed 
by the cattle era. ‘Today, the valley 
is a great fruit area and even tobacco 
has been the subject of experimenta- 
tion. 

| It is an international highway, the 
boundary being crossed at Osoyos, 
| B.C., or Orville, Wash. The valley 
\is spelled differently on either side of 
the border, the Okanagan becoming 
Okanogan in Washington. The story 
is told that when Okanogan county 
on the Washington side was created, 
the legislaive bill contained a typo- 
graphical error. Controversy over the 
correct spelling arose as the hour of 
adjournment drew near. 

“Gentlemen,” said the sponsor of 
the bill, “the important thing is to 
pass this measure at the present ses- 
sion. If we wish, we can amend the 
spelling at the next session. 

The bill was accordingly adopted, 
but the amendment was never made.

ment. Yet in one great, and the latest, 
side of that development, the east is 
mainly responsible for the current 
thoroughly erroneous conception of 
Canada’s proper place in the field of 
aviation. In fact, many benighted 
Easterners must have learned with 
unfeigned surprise that in the year 
1928 more passengers were carried by 
airplane in Canada than was the case 
in the United States, and that this 
superiority also extended to the vol- 
ume of freight transported. This 
rather astonishing piece of informa- 
tion was recently supplied by the 
New York Times, with the comment 
that, as the Dominion’s flying record 
is largely established out of sight of 
reporters and camera men, only oc- 
casional flashes reveal the expansion 
that has placed Canada in the very 
forefront of the nations that are 
adapting the airplane to the purposes 
of business and industry. 

It is surprising, remarks the Times, 
to learn that Canada last year car- 
ried 74689 passengers by plane, and 


2,404,632 pcunds of freight, Eastern ' 


Canada however, contributing only a 
comparaively minor proportion to this 
business of the airways. The only 
reguiar passenger route in the East 
is between Montreal and Albany, New 
York, though air-mail routes are 


more numerous and are steadily be- | 


ing extended to link up isolated and 


outlying points with civilization. 
But Easterners are not, generally 
speaking, developing airmindness, 


most of the 74,689 passengers men- 
tioned by the Times being carried 
in areas where railways are not 
available and where the only method 
of transportation {s a dog team in 
winter or a canoe in summer. 

On the other hand, the New York 
paper notes, miners and _ prospec- 
tors have been quick to reeognize 
the advantages of air-flight, and in 
northern Ontario and _ northern 
Manitoba freely use the airplane, 
thus saving weeks, or even months, 
when journeying to remote or in- 
accessible regions. Governments, 
too, are finding the airplane an in- 
valuable assistant in the survey and 


plotting of the bleak and inhospitable | 


region of the sub-Arctic, and before 
long few parts of the country will re- 
main that have not, at least, been ob- 
served, Forest patrolling is now, of 
course, an old story, but the airplane 
as a means of fire protection and fire 
prevention is each year becoming of 
greater importance. In short, the 
development of the northern belt of 
the Dominion has been immensely ex- 
pedited by the utilization of airplanes. 
One Winnipeg company is cited as 
having last year carried over 10,000 
passengers, accelerating incalculably 
the exploring of mineral areas and 
knowledge of topographical condi- 
tions.

Australian Sclentist Exhibits Re- 
markable Device At Medical 
Congress 

An Australian scientist has exhib- 
ited a device before the Sydney Medi- 
cal Congress which has_ restored 
persons apparently dead. Curiously 
enough, it is a needle which stimu- 
lates the heart muscles with electric- 
ity. Whether that will help ‘lead to 
the solution of life in terms of elec- 
tricity remains to be seen. 

Death, sclence now teaches us, is 
an accident to life. Body cells, it has 
been shown, can be kept alive in- 
definitely. Again the electricity par- 
allel, for evidently death comes as a 
short eircult from the so-far intang- 
ible conductors in the human body. 

But in a few years they may not be 
intangible. Radio researches have 
led to a development where the ac- 
tion of nerves can be registered. 
With that approach via electricity, it 
is only a matter of time till their 
energy can be computed in mathe- 
matical terms. 

Thence, if results are indicated, the 
research continues into the dispenser 
of this energy which means life; into 
the “power house” relations of the di- 
gestive functions, the metabolic pro- 
cesses, the heart, brain, glands and 
spinal nerve bases. Specialists in these 
various functions have made amazing 
discoveries. To correlate these discov- 
erles may lead to something more 
amazing. ’

whole conception of Deity is in. terms 
of revelation. Man already knows the 
spark of life has some relation to the 
ceaseless, tremendous electronic ener- 
gy of ether.
